Bothe theſe houſes haue their ſes 
uerall Officers, o2ders and vſages, x eche Dfficer hath his pe⸗ 
tulier charge and function, as alſo certain allowances, euen as

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is bſedin the Parlement houſes ofthe Lo2ds and commons. 

The Archbiſhops and Biſhops do ſit all at a Table and do 
diſcourſe all ſuch cauſes and matters as are bꝛought in queſti- 
on befoꝛe the,cither oftheir owne motions: oꝛ from the higher 
Court ot Parlement, oꝛ from the lower houſe of Conuocation, 
oꝛ from any pꝛiuate perſon, Cuery Archbiſhop and Biſhop ſit- 
teth and taketh place accoꝛding to his eſtate and degree, which 
degrees are knowen by ſuch degrees and offices in the Church: 
as to eueryofthem is aſſigned, foz one hath the perſonage of 
à Pꝛerſt, an other of a Deacon, this is a Subdeacð, he is a Ser, 
ten and ſo fꝛth, as ſuch officers were wimt to be in p Church. 

The Biſhops do nat ſit at the foꝛe non, but onely at the al⸗ 
ter non, becaule they being Barons ot the higher houſe ol par⸗ 
lement: do reſoꝛte and aſſemble them ſelues there at the foꝛe⸗ 
nanes with the Tempozall Lo2ds, 

The Conuocacion houſe of the reſt of the Clergie : do ob⸗ 
ſerue in a maner the like oꝛders as the lower houſe of the com- 
mons da vſe, foꝛ bet ing aſſembled togither on the firſt day with 
the Biſhops : are by them willed to make choice of a Speaker 
foꝛ them,whome they call the Proloquutor , when they haue 
choſen him: they dw pꝛeſent him vnto the d he thus 
pꝛeſented:maketh his oꝛation, and doth all things as the Spea 
ker ofthe lower houſe foꝛ the Commons dath , as wel foz the 
o2deringofthe Clergie and ofthe houſe,foz his oꝛder in ſitting, 
the oder in ſpeaking, the o2derof reco2ding the things dan e- 
mong them, and all other ſuch like things. 

And this is to be vnderſtanded, that the whole Clergie can 
deale and intreat but onely ofmatters of Religion, and oꝛders 
ofthe Church, whiche their dwings 4 concluſions cannot binde 
the whole Realme: vnleſſe they be confirmed by Aa of Parle⸗ 
ment, but yet ſufficient to binde the whole Clergie tothe kee- 
2 the Ring ( who is the ſupꝛeme gouernour of 

othe eſtates) do conſent and confirme the ſame. And foꝛaſ⸗ 
much as by knowingthe o2ders of the Parlement houſe: you 
may alſo knowe the oꝛders of bothe the Conuocation houſes, 
whichatelike — top others. Theſe hal 14 
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fo: this matter.

© AlfotheKing ought not to make any choice, o2 cauſe any 
choice to be made of any Knight,Cittzens,\Burgeſſes,]Pzocto2s 
of the Clergie, Speaker of the common houſe, oꝛ Proloquutor 
of the Conuocation houſe: but they muſt be eleced and choſen 
by the la weg, o:ders and cuſtoms of the Realme, as they were 
wunt and ought to be, and the Kings god aduiſe pet not to be 
contemned. 

Allo the king ought to graunt, permit, and allow to all and 
euery of the eſtates and to euerp perticuler man,lawfully elec⸗

They, therfo:e which make choice of knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſſes, ought to be wel aduiſed that they do elect and choſe 
ſuch as beeingto be of that aſſemblye, and therby equall with 
the great eſtates : ſhould be graue, auncient, wiſe, learned, 
expert + careful men fo2 their commonwelth,and who (as faith 
ful and truſty councellers ) ſhould do that whiche ſhould turn 
and be fo2 the beſt commoditie of the common welth,otherwiſe 

they do great iniury to their Pꝛince and common weale, 
Alſo euery perſon of the Parlement during the times of 
Parlement, and at his comming and going from the ſame:

And 
you ſhal vnderſtãd that as euery ſuch perſon ought to be graue, 
wiſe and expert: ſo ought he to ſholu him ſell in his Apparail, 
fo2in times paſt: none of the councellers of p Parlement came 
otherwiſe then in his gawn , and not armed noꝛ girded with 
weapon, foꝛ the Parlement houſe is a place foꝛ wiſe, graue and 
god men, to conſulf, debate, and aduile how to make Lawes, 
and oꝛders foꝛ the common welth, and not to be armed as men 
redy to fight, oꝛ to trye matters by the Sd: and albe it the 
wꝛit fo; the election of the * , haue exp2ellc _— to 
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chaſe ſuch fo; knights as be girded with the Swond, pet it is 
not ment therby that they ſhould come and ſit armed: but ber 
ſuch as beſkilful in feates of Armes, and beſides their god ad⸗ 
uiles:can wel ſerue in martiall affaires. And thus the Romain 
Senatoꝛs vſed, who beeing men of great knowledge and erpe 
rience as wel in martiall affaires, as in politique cauſes, lat 
allwaies in the Senate houſe, and places of councel in their 
Gownes and long Robes. Che like alſo was alwaies and hath 
been the oꝛder in the Parlements of this Realme, as long as 
the auncient Lawes, the olde cuſtomes, and god oꝛders therof 
were kept and obſerucd, 

Alſo ifany other perſon oz perſons either in mcſſage 02 bevy 
ing ſent foꝛ, do come: he ought tobe bought in by the Serge⸗ 
ant t at the firſt entring: mult (folowing the Sergeant) make 
one lowe obeyiaunce,and being paſt in the middle way: muſk 
makeoneother, and when he 1s come befoze the Speaker : he 
mult make the third, and then do his meſſage, the like oꝛder 
he muſt kerp in his return. But if he do come alone oꝛ with his 
learned councel, to pleade any matter, oꝛ to anſwere to any obs 
tecnion:he ſhall enter and go no farther then to the Bar within 
the don, aud there to do his the obeyſaunces. 

Alſo when any Bil is committed, the Committes haue not 
authozitie to conclude:but onely to oꝛder, refazme,eramin, and 
amend the thing committed vnto them, and of their dwings 
they muſt giue repoꝛte to the houſe again, by whome the Bill 
is to be conſidered. i 

Alſo euery Bil whiche is bꝛought into the houſe ; muſt bes 
red th2e& ſeuerall times, and vpon thꝛe ſeuerall dares. 

Alſo euery Bil which vpon any reading is committed and 
returned again: ought to haue his thzee readings vnleſſe the 
Comnuttes haue not alfred the bil in any ſubſtaunce oꝛ foꝛme, 
but onely in certain woꝛds. 

Alſo when any Bil vpon any rrading is altegither by one 
concent reieccd,o2 by voices after p third reading euerth2ouwn; 
it ought not to be bzought any moze to be red during j ©cfſis 
ens of Parlement. _ 
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Alſo if any man do ſpeak vnto a Bill and be ouf of his 
mafter:he ought to be put in rememb2aunce of the matter by 
— tome to 

e matter. 

Alſo whenſoeuer any perſon doth ſpeak to any Bill: hee 
ought to ſtand vp, and to be bare headed, and then with all re⸗ 
uerence, grauitte, and ſeemly ſpeech, to declare his minde. But 
when ſo euer any Bil ſhalbe tryed either fo2 allowances, oꝛ to 
— : then euery one ought to ſit, becauſe he is then 
as a Judge. 

Alſo every night, Citizen, and Burgeſſe befoze he tw en⸗ 
fer into the Parlement and take his place there: ought to bee 
ſwoꝛne and to take his othe,acknowledging the King to be the 
ſupꝛeme and onely gouernour of all the eſfates within his 
Realme as alſo to renounce all fozrain Potentates,

ſome other famouſe learned man. The Sermon ended:he muſt 
in like oꝛder be bꝛought to the higher houſe ol Parlement, and 
there to take his ſeat vnder the cloth of eſtate, likewiſe cuery 
Loꝛd and Baron (in his degree) ought to take his place. 

This don: the Loꝛd Chaunceller o: he whom the King aps 
pcinteth to be the ſpeaker of that houſe , maketh his oꝛation to 
the whole aſſembly,declaring the cauſes why #4 wherfoze that 
Parlement is called and ſummoned, erhoꝛting and perſmas 
ding euery man to do his beſt indeuoz in all ſuch matters as

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ſhalbe in the ſaid Parlement pꝛoponed as ſhalbe moſte e xpedi⸗ 
ent foꝛ the gloꝛy of God, the honoꝛ of the Bing, and the common 
welth ofthe whole Realme. Then he dircaeth his talke, vnto 
the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſſes, aduertiſing them that 
the Kings pleaſure is, that they do repair to their houſe, and 
there acco2ding to the olde and auncient cuſtome: to choſe and 
clec ſome one wiſe, graue, and learned man emong them ſel⸗ 
ues tobe Speaker foꝛ them, and giueth them a day when they 
hall pꝛeſent him to the King.

Pe ſecond oꝛ third day after, when the Speaker is to be 
pꝛeſented: the Ring with all his Nobles (in like oꝛder 
as befoꝛe) do aſſemble again in the higher houſe, and 
then come vp all the commons ofthe lower houſe,and then and 
there do pꝛeſent their Speaker vnto the Ring. The Speaker 
fo:thwith maketh his dutiful obeyſaumces;beginneth and ma⸗ 
keth his ozation befoꝛe the Ring, and p2oſequuteth ſuch mats 
ters as occaſion ſerueth, and as is befoze reſited in the office of 
the Speaker, and this dun: euery man departeth, And this is 
accounted fo2 the beginning of the Parlement, fo2 befoꝛe the 
Speaker be pꝛeſented, and theſethings o2derlydon:there can 
no Billes be put in, no: matters be entreated of, 


Aftly when all matters of weight be diſcuſſed, ended and 
dermined:the Ming commaundeth an end to be made. 

And that day the Ring, his Pobles and Commons do 
again aſſemble in the higher houſe, in their Robes, and in like 
oꝛder as is befoze recited, where the Speaker maketh his o⸗ 
zation, and is anſwered by the Loꝛd Chaunceller oꝛ Speaker 
ofthe higher houſe, Then all the Billes concluded and paſt 
in bothe houſcs,that is to ſay,in the higher houſe ofthe Loꝛds, 
and in the lower houſe of the commons, are there red by the ti⸗ 
tles, and then the King giueth his concent oꝛ diſcent to euerp 
of them as he thinketh god. And when the titles 1
